HERE ARE people living in what is often re 

| ferred to as a “world of darkness,” and 

they find their way in it only by using their 

finger tips, their ears, and their hearts to ‘‘see” 
with. These people are the physically sightless. 

In my city a large number of these sightless 
people meet once a week in a large church, where 
they are instructed and entertained by persons who 
do have their physical sight. 

Within the walls of this church the blind en- 
joy busy hours. One huge room is equipped with 
tools and devices for teaching them leather tool- 
ing, rug weaving, knitting, and the like. Here also 
they may acquire the skill to fashion objects of 
art and craftsmanship, whose beauty only those 
who have eyes to see can fully appreciate. 

In another room is conducted a class for “‘beau- 
ticians.” In the church gymnasium downstairs gay 
music is played on a piano while partners who 
indeed do not see each other nevertheless enjoy 
the human companionship of dancing and the 
rhythm of dancing feet. In one of the chapels a 
group discusses the art of the short story, and 
down the hall a class in singing is rendering the 
Lord’s Prayer with loving, worshipful voices. 
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In all these groups you might think that those 
who see are those who serve, but it soon becomes 
apparent that they are not so much serving the 
sightless as being served by them—through their 
indomitable courage, their magnificent trusting 
faith, their hope and confidence in the capabilities 
that remain to them, their loving appreciation and 
friendship. 

Into the midst of these activities came a Mrs. 
Wylich, a woman who herself had good vision, 
but whose eyes were usually blurred with un- 
happiness and the tears of defeat and despair. 


‘| Tragedy had bent Mrs. Wylich’s shoulders for- 


ward and etched deep lines in her sad face. Her 
voice was toneless with discouragement. 

Yes, Mrs. Wylich indeed had her physical sight, 
but even so she could not see her way in life at all. 
At every turn she seemed to meet some obstacle. 
She had recently lost her husband, and was look- 
ing at life through a great personal grief. Through 
the tears of her grief she could not see God's 
beauty around her; she could not see any good 
purpose in life. It seemed to her that all that was 
worth while in life had been taken away. 

Wishing to help her, a kind, eager friend had 
brought Mrs. Wylich to the classes for the sight- 
less in the belief that she might find healing for 
herself in helping others. It seemed however that 
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the friend’s judgment was not too accurate, for 
Mrs. Wylich’s sighs deepened and became more 
frequent, and she extended her self-pity to include 
all these blind people that she felt God had for- 
saken along with herself. 

But she did use her tear-filled eyes to guide her 
new friends to and from their various classes. 

One day she was guiding a Mrs. Framptom to 
the room where Braille was taught. 

“We're a little early,” Mrs. Framptom said, 
consulting her Braille timepiece, “and it’s such 
a heavenly day. Would you mind if we stepped 
outside, into the churchyard, for a few minutes? 
The sun is glorious today!” 

Mrs. Wylich was startled. She had not noticed 
whether the sun was shining when she came in thef ‘ 
morning. The world was always dark and un} i 
happy as far as she was concerned. But she guided ; 
Mrs. Framptom carefully down the church steps | 
In the churchyard they found a stone bench andj i 
sat down together. a 

“Mm, this is one more of heaven’s wonderful} | 
gifts today!” Mrs. Framptom said, her face alight 
with happiness, her hands outstretched as if shej hb 
thought she might capture the sun’s rays. “Just 
five minutes and then I must go on to my Braille} c 
class.” p 
“How is it coming?” Mrs. Wylich asked. 
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“Oh, most of the people I am helping are doing 
beautifully,” Mrs. Framptom answered. “I have 
five that I’m working with now.” 

“You are teaching—you are not learning then 
in that class?” Mrs. Wylich asked amazed. 

“I'm teaching, yes,” the woman answered, and 
then with a lovely smile, “but I’m learning too. 
You know you learn a great deal by teaching, more 
than in most any other way. One of these days I 
am going to write a book, not about what I taught 
but about what I learned when I was directing my 
business school.” 

“You mean you ran a school, and you've had to 
give it up now that you haven’t your sight?” 

“Well, I sold the school; it seemed advisable.” 
Then Mrs. Framptom laughed gently. “I suppose 
it does seem unbelievable, but do you know, there 
are times when I forget I can’t see with my eyes? 
My days are so full there just aren’t enough hours 
in which to do all the things I want to do, to learn 
all the new things I want to learn and share. Oh, 
how I want to share them!” 

Mrs. Wylich shook her head. “And your hus- 
band, he——” 

“He passed on just one year before my blindness 
came on.” Mrs. Framptom’s face had a tender ex- 
pression but not one of despairing sorrow. 

“In that little time God took away everything 
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from you, and you are still able to——” 

Mrs. Framptom turned on the bench and 
“looked” at her guide. She spoke carefully: “God 
did not take anything from me. The love in my 
heart for my husband is as much a part of me as 
my breathing. God simply had a new road for him 
to take, just as He has a new road for me with 
this new kind of seeing I’m learning. God is 
good—always He is good—and there is no part of 
His plan but leads to His goodness. I am sure of 
that, Mrs. Wylich. It is my light, it is my strength 
and my courage.” 

When Mrs. Wylich went home and was pre- 
paring her dinner that evening, she did not shed 
tears over it as was her custom; she was rather 
thinking of her new friend, Mrs. Framptom, pre- 
paring her dinner in the darkness. She thought of 
Mr. Bransing, all alone in his small apartment, 
fixing his dinner guided only by the eyes he had 
developed in his fingers! She recalled his laughter 
as he had told her how he had tried to find his 
telephone one night when it was ringing. “I found 
it too, just as my caller was going to hang up, 
he said proudly. She thought of the pride in Mr. 
Earl’s voice and his eager fingers as he handled a 
lovely gold belt that he had designed and fash 
ioned for the woman who had so faithfully driven 
him to the Braille classes week after week. 
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Mrs. Wylich placed her simple meal carefully 
on the table. She also did something she had not 
done in a long, long time. She sat down in her 
chair at the table and bowed her head: ‘‘Father,” 
she said softly, “I thank You for this food that I 
can see, and for all the blessings that You permit 
me to see. Father, thank You for this light which 
has shown me the way to You.” 

Last week, after an absence, I had the joy of 
seeing Mrs. Wylich again. Into the strange gray 
world of the sightless there had come a new 
light. For this woman is now as a shining light 
as she teaches an enthusiastic class of the phys- 
ically blind. 

Her eyes, which had become narrow and steely 
with bitterness are darkened now and made beau- 
tiful with the depth of compassion in them. They 
sparkle with the joy of service. The persons whom 
she is serving now see through her radiant, loving 
eyes, through the goodness of her grateful heart, 
and they find peace through the healing of her 
God-filled spirit. 

Surely out of the darkness Mrs. Wylich found 
His light, which needs not eyes in order to be 
seen. She has found the lamp of His love to guide 
her, and she has found the light of His wisdom to 
make plain the way before her and those she 
would help and guide and bless.

NE OF THE stories about Abraham Lincoln 
reveals a spirit that is quite as essential 
to the average person as it is to the Presi- 

dent of the United States, that is as important in 
everyday living as it is in state affairs. 

General George B. McClellan, the commander 
of the Union armies, had little or no conception 
of the true character of Lincoln and frequently ex- 
pressed contempt for him. He often kept the 
President waiting in the anteroom of his house 
while he transacted business with others. His dis- 
courtesies were so obvious that they were com- 
mented upon both by McClellan’s staff and by 
newspaper correspondents. In response to such 
comments the President replied, “I will hold 
McClellan’s horse if he will only bring us victory.” 

Lincoln could have demanded and gained the 
show of respect that was due his high office, but 
he was too much interested in the goal to permit 
his pride to jeopardize its attainment. 

Most of us are working toward goals that are 
important to us, but not all of us are able to rele- 
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gate to a status of unimportance some of the lesser 
incidents that arise in our life. We allow ourselves 
to be hurt, to feel resentful and irritated, to feel 
slighted and put upon. Because we feel this way 
we often do and say things that keep much good 
from us. 

Harmony, happiness, understanding—these are 
what we desire with our whole heart in our mar- 
riage, in our family, in our friendships, in our re- 
lations with our co-workers, in our neighborhood 
and community life. But in spite of our sincerity 
in desiring these things, we often hinder our own 
progress by making big issues out of little ones. 

A woman I know wanted nothing more than to 
make her marriage a happy one. She had been 
married unhappily once, and with all her heart she 
wanted her present marriage to be a happy one. 
But in the process of getting adjusted to her hus- 
band’s ways she almost lost sight of her cherished 
goal. There was the matter of the sewing basket. 
She wanted it left by her chair, where it would be 
available when she wanted to use it. Besides to her 
own mind leaving it there gave a homelike touch 
to the living room. But in her husband’s opinion 
this was disorder. He assigned a place to it, and he 
put it there when she did not. This irritated her. 
Then there was the matter of the towels. He put 
up a rack for his by the bathroom window, where 
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they could benefit by the light and air. This in- 
volved reaching with wet hands to get a towel 
every time he washed. Water thus dripped on the 
floor and the woman was exasperated. 

One matter after another arose to bring out 
differences in their ideas and habits. The woman 
began to realize that her attention to these was 
lessening the spontaneous affection and compan- 
ionship between herself and her husband. She de- 
cided that they were not important, not worth the 
toll they were taking of her happiness. So she 
chose to overlook the unimportant things and to 
give her attention to those which would make 
her marriage the happy one she had started out 
to make it. The harmonious relations she now en- 
joys with her husband, the interesting acquaint- 
ances she has made among his business associates, 
the trips she has accompanied him on, the en- 
larging of her mind and ideas through contact 
with his, the attractive little home that is theirs— 
these are some of the larger things she has gained 
through giving up the lesser ones. It seems coin- 
cidental that as she has been able to let go of the 
tenseness and irritability produced by these lesser 
cares the differences between her ideas and habits 
and her husband's have become fewer and fewer. 

In discussing this matter of relative values a 
certain young man said he could see how his 
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tendency to magnify unimportant things had in- 
terfered with his progress in his work. So many 
things disturbed him and detracted from the con- 
genial, tolerant attitude that was essential to the 
proper handling of his job. Another worker, who 
had more seniority and higher status than he ex- 
tended his lunch hour and took other privileges 
that seemed neither honest nor just; he transacted 
personal business on company time and gave to 
others in the office work that was rightfully his 
own responsibility. So the younger man looked 
for and found ways of withholding his assistance 
and of letting the other man’s laxities become evi- 
dent. Finally he realized that this was a matter that 
he could not right and that he had better be about 
the business of taking care of his own job. It was a 
decision that paid dividends, and the unnecessary 
responsibility that he had taken upon himself was 
assumed by the right person at the right time. 

An editor once told me that he wished his 
writers would choose the endings of their articles 
and stories before they started on the beginnings. 
If a writer knows what he is working toward he is 
not so likely to go off on a tangent or indulge in ir- 
relevancies. It is the same with living. 

One day two neighbors were commenting on the 
unbroken neighborliness they had so long enjoyed. 
It could have been otherwise, I know, for both had 
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children, and the children had had the usual quar- 
rels and differences. But the parents had chosen to 
keep their friendship intact. They had chosen to 
keep their differences small enough so that they 
could handle them without serious conflict or mis- 
understanding! 

The idea of choosing the good part in a situa- 
tion is not new. On a visit to Martha and Mary 
Jesus long ago took the occasion to point out 
the importance of doing this, and He did it in a 
way that has been helpful these twenty centuries 
since. 

When Martha had reached the point of exhaus- 
tion in performing her kitchen duties, as well as 
the point of exasperation at Mary’s lack of help- 
fulness, she appealed to her guest by saying, ‘‘Lord, 
dost thou not care that my sister did leave me to 
serve alone? bid her therefore that she help me.” 
Jesus answered her with the well-known words 
“Martha, Martha, thou art anxious and troubled 
about many things: but one thing is needful: for 
Mary hath chosen the good part.” He said what 
so many guests would like to say to their hostesses: 
“Please do not make so much work out of this. 
I much prefer companionship and the stimulation 
of your gracious and loving spirit to the well- 
worked-out details of your serving. Let us have 
a simple meal so that we can enjoy one another 
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and so that I may not feel guilty about having 
caused you so much trouble.” 

The Creator might very well say to all of us: 
“You are troubled about so many things that do 
not merit the concern you give them. The life I 
have given you was meant to be good. Happiness 
of heart, peace of mind, joy in living and growing 
are the things I want you to have, but you let so 
many things come between you and your heritage.” 

If you can decide what is important in our life, 
in our relationships, in the situations that arise, 
this decision alone will do much to determine our 
reactions toward whatever may come up. If we 
decide that we want such things as peace and 
understanding, happiness and harmony to pre- 
dominate, then our magnanimous spirit, our un- 
derstanding mind, and our loving heart will enable 
us to accept with grace and serenity those in- 
evitable blows to our pride, those experiences of 
injustice and misunderstanding that no one en- 
tirely escapes, those feelings of self-pity with 
which we are all acquainted. As we thus evaluate 
and choose the “good part” in life, we shall be 
making the choice that all great souls have made. 
The satisfaction of heart and soul that will be ours 
plus the blessings that will fill our world will be 
God’s way of telling us that we have indeed 
chosen the good part.
